She Consulted an Attorney on the 


Evening After the Homicide 


and Asked Advice as t« 


a Confession.

This recital was made to Mr. George 
S. Gardner, aa attorney, employed in 
the law division of the interior depart- 
ment, who v, is a boarder at the Ken- 
more hotel and usuallv sat at the 
suni? table at which Mrs. Bonine took 
hfr meals. Mr. Gardner was on the 
witness stand and told his story for 
the fii-Ft time. He said Mrs. Bonine 
had bought him out and asked his ad- 
vice as to whether she should make 
a public statement, and that he had 
suggested to her that she should delay 
litr confession until the theory ol '

ther reports received, the killing of

here. Sis men. have been arrested, in- 
cluding four brothers named Hudson. 
Weslpy Powell, husband of the mur- 
dered woman, it is said, recognized 
them when they attacked tho house. 
The cause of the attack has not ap- 
peared. Mrs. Powell w»s fired upon 
as she showed herself in her door and 
was killed Instantly. No assault was 
made on her husband. The woman 
•was over 30 years old. 


Milner to Outlanders. 


Durban, Nov. 27.—The outlander 


committee has issued a report of their 
interview with Lord Alfred Milner, 
governor of the Transvaal and British 
high commissioner in South Africa, 
This report asserts that in this inter- 
view Lord Milner said that compensa- 
tion to British subjects, on a general 
scale, would be impossible; the amount 
required would be so enormous that 
that the id«a could not be entertained. 
With regard to the war debt the re- 
port says L«rd Milner expressed his 
belief thai the British 
government

of the strikers, and some of the men, 
upon discovering that tho strike ordfr 
had not been generally obeyed, return- 
ed to their places.

, and that within 24 hours tho 


members of the union, about 700, 
would be out. 
The demands of the 


switchmen call for the enforcement of 
the standard scale of -wages. It is 
claimed that the Jlonongahela con- 
necting lice signed the scale, but the 
officials of the other roads say they 
are more determined than ever not to 
sign 


Should the condition of the Alle- 


gheny valley bo continued longer than 
two days more the mills and factories 
along the AHejrheny river dependent 
on it for raw material will be com- 
pelled to close down. The city mills 
of tho Carnegie company can. stand 
the pressure for this length of time, 
but if extended beyond that the man- 
agement says operations will have to 
suspend. 


A report from Millvale says the 


yards of the West Perm road are com- 
pletely tied up. Forty men are out at 
that point. The strikers say their 
ranks number almost 400. The com- 
pany officials make light of this state- 
meat, and say If It were true no trou- 
ble would be experienced in filling 
their places. It is expected that all 
railway unions will indorse tho strike.

It is not uiicowaoa tor persons to 


make statf tnents, and then in order to 
induce people to believe them; to be 
jtrue, or give greater weight to their 


Of j statements, to have them put in the 


form of an. affidavit, »and go through 
the form of swearing to the truth ot 
such, statements before a justice of. the 
peace, or a notary public; and while' 
every lawyer who has ever seriously 
considered the question, knows that 
sweariug to the statement has no effect 
ant! that it does not constitute per- 
jio-y, ytrt the great majority of those 
who are not verssd. In ths* law, be- 
lieve that the fact that the statement 
is sworn to, gives it additional force, 
ami that if the, statements are not 
rue, the person swearing to them is 
guilty of 'perjury.

tetanus was a probable unfortunate 
concomitant of vaccination we will not 
conceal the fact. 
But. on the other 


hand, if our investigation upholds vac- 
cination, in spite of the prevalency of 
tetanus, we feel that we could en- 
courage the people to be vaccinated 
without fear. 
We have followed our 


investigation regardless of the produ- 
cer or retailer of tlie lympb. but aloue 
for the benefit of the patients. 
Tbe 


investigation is as follows: 


"On tlie eveniug of. the 17th we vis- 


ited fifteen drugstores and purchased 
specimens of Jyinph from each. Twen- 
ty-one wuiie rats were obtained be- 
cause of tbelr marked susceptibility 
to the virus tetanus. 
Cm tlie iuor:iing 


of the IStJi the rats were inoculaieci- 
The aniinaJs were each isolated -a sep- 
arate cages especially prepared for the 
purpose in order to prevent contamina- 
tion. The bos was labeled with the 
name of the druggist who sold the 
specimen, the producer and tbe time 
at 
whiclt tbe inoculation, was per- 


formed. After each iuocnlatJou instru- 
ments and ttie hands of the espedi- 
menters were again thoroughly steril- 
ized and all apparatus made aseptic. 


"Tbo inoculated animals are fed at 


regular iutcrrals. visited every three 
or fonr hours and watched for symp- 
toms. Records will be made, and the 
results will be given to tbe board of 
health."

children to the public schools. No uevp- 
cases of tetanus have been reported, 
tind ttie two youthful victims who 
alone survive of ail those attacked 
with the disease after vaccination were 
reported to be slightly improved tlie 
other day.

THE CORONATION ROBES 


Rules About Display at England's 


. Ceremonial Not Liked. 


THE PA1E 
SEX DISAPPOINTED,

London aristocrats ;irc feeling gloomy 


over the I>ukeof Norfolk's supplement 
to the London Gazette, in wbicli as 
earl marshal of England he gives ile- 
tailed regulations concerning robes, a ml 
coronets to lie woru by peers and peer- 
esses at tac approaching coronation, 
•writes the special correspondent of the 
Chicago News. Tlie dlsuppoliitioeut is 
cliieily among-the fair sex. Tney are 
not to be allowed all tlie furbelows and 
tinsel YFbic'h.to feminine minds form 
the slue <jaa uon of such important 
ceremonials. 


To begin -with, Queen Alexandra's 


request that all coronation gowns 
should be made.of English "goods and 
by Engiisli cbuturieres has had any- 
thing but an enthusiastic reception. 
Heretofore the white satin dresses and 
ruby velvet robes have come from 
France, aact Dame Fashion, stubbornly 
refuses to be satisfied with tlie home 
supply. It has just leaked out that the 
•wives of tlirce prominent diplomats 
have secretly passed in their orders to 
s Rue dc la T'aix firm, and it is more 
than probable that many other gowns 
signed by French hous«s will find their 
•way into the royal cortage. 


Another cutise fur pouting lips is the 


regulation that peeresses must wear 
their robes over the usual fall court 
dress Instead of over the •white satin 
toilets elaborately trimmed with gold 
laces and embroideries which •were de 
rigueur in former days. 
One thing 


nlone remains unchanged, and that is 
the robe. As in George IV.'s time, it 
will be of ruby velvet, tbe cape furred 
•u-ith miaiver pure and bordered with 
rows of ermine, the number of the lat- 
ter varying according to rauk. The 
duchesses may show four rows, the 
marchionesses three and a half, count- 
esses three, viscountesses t^vo and a 
half, while the barouessos will have to 
be .content with two. 


.An innovation, this time in gentle- 


men's attire, which will detract not a 
little- from the jjorgeousness and pomp 
of the spectacle, is the fact that pears 
are ordered to wear their robes over 
Cull court dress, uniforms or regimen- 
tals. At all previous coronations they 
•were worn over white satin doublets 
and trunks and white silk liosc. But 
what has caused the greatest discon- 
tent is the restrictions regarding coro- 
nets. The 
clause stating- • that "no 


jewels or precious stones are to be set 
or used iii the coronets, or counterfeit 
pearls instead ot" the silver balls," 
came like a thunderclap to many, espe- 
cially to the dames who had already 
had their blazing diamond circlets pre- 
pared. 


It is not? definitely settled that only 


the king and queen and the Duke ami 
Duchess of Cornwall will wear jeweled 
coronets. All other coronets arc to be 
of silver gilt caps Of ruby velvet with 
ermine lining aaid having a gold tassel 
en top. The baron's coronet will have 
six silver balls on the rim, the- vis- 
count's sixteen, the earl's eight, with 
gold strawberry leaves between the 
points: the marquis' four silver balls 
and four gold leaves alternately and 
the 
duke's eight 
gold 
strawberry 


leaves. 


T.£ peeresses cannot wear jewels on 


their heads they evidently plan to do 
so on their bodies, and all I.on?'on 
jewelers are now busy making over 
and resetting heirlooms. Pearls, sap- 
phires and emeralds are to be the fa- 
vorite st-ones. Hopes of pearls are to 
be worn from the shoulders as though 
fastening the velvet ruby robes, some- 
what the same way la which Queen 
Alexandra, wore them at the opening 
of parliament. 


Contrary to expectation no new 


crown will be made for the queen. 
King Edward's crown is to be slightly 
enlarged, Jmt it wlB undergo no other 
modification. His majesty on this 
eventful day will appear before his 
subjects In the same elaborate robes 
worn by ills granduncle, George IV. 
Ilifs costume consists of three parts. 
The most important is the "dalmatlea," 
or imperial robe. It is a three corner- 
ed mantle forming' an inverted "Y" 
and fitting very closely about the 
shoulders. All over it are small em- 
broidered crosses. 


Beneath it is worn the "supcrttuilcn,". 
a sort of short pelerine having sleeves 
of gold cloth embroidered with gold 
flowers. Above both dalmatica 'and 
supertanica is worn the "armilla," 
.vbic-h is also of gold cloth, but has a 
deep ertniue border. It is placed on 
the king's shoulders by the archbishop 
of Westminster, who exhorts his maj- 
esty to see in this mantle "a. pledge 
of divine grace enveloping him coia- 
pletely."
